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FROHMAN ON REVIVALS STAGE FOR CHILDREN 


Noted Impresario Issues Statement Concerning the Prevalence of Up-to- 
date Revivals of Old-Time Successes —Predicts That Failure 
Will Follow Because of Indiscriminate Production 


> 


New York, May 23 (Special to The Billboard). 

In issuing a statement as to the success that 
has marked the all-star revival of Caste at the 
Empire Theatre. Mr. Frohman calls attention to 
the sudden epidemic of all-star productions that 
has swept over New York. He says: ‘Like 
every other idea, applicable in a single case 
because of the especial vitality of a particular 
play, witness, too, the rapidity with which the 
whole idea of revivals will shortly be reduced 
to an absurdity. Nothing could be more ap- 
pallingly indicative of the poverty of ideas in 
the theatrical world than imitation of this 
sort-——-which is not even good imitation, but 
merely the despoiling of an idea. For the 
difference between the revival of Caste and the 
revivals of other plays which are artificially re- 
vived ‘must be apparent. From time to time 
Caste reappears upon the boards not altogether 
because of the shrewdness of an alert manager, 
but because of the innate substance, solid, dra- 
matic and comic fibre of the play itself. It is 
only repeating stage history to say that Caste 
has come before every generation since the 
first that saw it, because it is just as fine com- 
edly to-day as it was in 1867. It is an absurd 
ity to claim a like property for every subse 
quent melodrama or comic Opera. More, it is 
a pity to contaminate the fundamental principle 
of play revivals by the thoughtless reproduc- 
tion of plays of no particular significance, whose 
appearance has no other effect than 
the public mind sweepingly against the entire 
custom of revivals. Once the whole idea of re 
viving old plays is cheapened—and it is hope- 
lessly cheapened when a single departure is 
made from the principle of only reviving un 
doubted masterplieces—an incalculable amount 
of damage is done to the progress of any reper 
toire theatre or any repertoire theatrical scheme. 
The prime characteristics in making of the 
atrical productions in New York to-day, is im 
itation, invariably ending in the contamination 
of an originally good idea—for example, the 
presentation of qa universally recognized dra- 
matic masterpiece of its kind, acted by an all- 
star cast, is quickly followed by the exhibition 
of all-star casts in plays or operas that out- 
lived their merely entertaining quality years 
ago. With a very little further continuance of 
this reduction ad absurdum in play revivals 
the public announcement of the revivals of any 
thing will be the quickest way of driving the 
public in the other direction.

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THE THEATRICAL OUTLOOK. 

Managers and producers have too 
much confldence in the men at the! 
head of the show business in this 
country to let the present uncertain- 
ty in regard to next season retard | 
their plans. It is encouraging to those 
who watch the present clash of vari- 
ous interests to see that the managers | 
of touring shows go right ahead with |! 
their arrangements with a confidence 
in the show business which offsets the 
claims of those trouble mongers who 
would lead the public to believe that 
so-and-so are not to be trusted and 
that someone else besides the manager 
they are associated with is a rascal 
through and through. 

The show business is bigger than 
any man or set of men, and whether 
one man or another books certain 
houses next season is a matter of 
small consequence to the producer as 
long as his interests are safeguarded. 
The line-up for next season is uncer- 
tain at this time. Claims and counter- 
claims are made. The majority of 
managers of houses are prejudiced one 
way or another and there are few who 
are familiar enough with the inside 
workings to be competent to speak at 
this time. 

When big interests clash it is wiser 
to await the formation of the armies 
for the next conflict than to let one’s 
prejudice lead him to positions which 
may be antagonistic to interests which 
have heretofore been friendly. News- 
paper reports of conflicts are not to be 
relied upon. Some of the trade papers 
are not in a position to speak authori- 
tatively on matters which are of the 
greatest importance to house man- 
agers and sane advice at this time may 
not come from sources from which it 
is expected

Various efforts 
to do so were unsuccessful. The point 
is generally recognized now that the 
one-night stands must have strong at- 
tractions and, in order for producers 
to pin their faith in that class of cities 
to the extent of sending out high- 
grade shows, the circuits must make it 
plain that business is to be conducted 
in such a way that mutual interests 
will have warrant of security. 

Within a short time announcements 
will reach the amusement world which 
will probably set at rest rumors heard 
on all hands at this time. Before the 
spring is many days older it is likely 
that the outlook for the season of 
1910-11 will be such as to lend en- 
couragement to all interested parties 
and any uneasiness at this time is a 
waste of energy. 

To question the wisdom of the men 
at the head of clashing interests is to 
undermine amusements in all its forms. 
To conclude that a fair and equitable 
settlement of all difficulties will be 
reached is the only natural course of 
the thoughtful and observing student 
of the situation. To have confidence 
restoration of a peace which 
will be satisfactory, a truce which will 
appease all demands, or a_ conflict 
which will line up two sets of pro- 
ducers, each with sufficient territory 
at equitable terms for managers of 
attractions and theatres to prosper, is 
the solution of present worriments 


THE SITUATION AS IT Is. 


Perhaps during no period in the his-

not prevent my people from taking 
the usual advantages of the various 
opportunities afforded them for the 
coming days.’ It is generally known 
that while the new king Wished to as- 
sure his subjects that the death of 
their ruler should not interfere with 
their enjoyments, his principai reason 
for issuing the proclamation was in 
order to prevent the actor from being 
thrown out of work, even for a week.

Of Resigning Members of Producing Managers’ Association— Charges 
of Conspiracy Laid at Door of Those Who Sought to Retire

—Rumor has it that after their resignations had | 
been received by the Producing Managers’ Asso-

to appear before the executive board 
and give reasons as to why they should not 
be expelled from the organization. 

An example of the attitude of the National 
Association of Producing Theatrical! Managers 
toward the men who seceded from it is the fol- 
lowing letter, sent to Abraham L. Erlanger: 

“The Board of Directors of this Association | 


| have unanimously declined to accept your resig- 


nation upon the ground that you have been a 
party to the acts of Joseph Brooks, former sec- 
retary, by which the express regulations of this 
Association, under formal resolutions of its 
were disregarded; that by 
such acts, copies of records of this Association 
were secured for you and your firm of Klaw & | 
Erlanger to which you and your firm had no 
right; that in your efforts to injure this asso- 
ciation, you and your firm or employes have | 
issued false and misleading statements to the | 
public press with relation to members who have | 
resigned from this Association, and as to who 
had or had not been members; that you have 
been guilty of conduct unbecoming to a member. 


“You are, therefore, directed to appear be- 
fore the board to-morrow (Wednesday) at two 
o'clock p. m., to show why you should not be 
expelled.”’ 

All appeared except Henry B. Harris, William 
Harris and Jesse L. Lasky, who were out of 
the city. An extension of two weeks was 
granted them in which to present their side of 
the case. 

The official statement which was issued 
charged the resigning members with ‘‘conspiracy 
to wreck the organization and with conduct un- 
becoming members.’”’ As the report goes, all 
of the members mentioned, with the exception | 
of Brooks, Harris and Lasky, were ordered sus- 
pended. | 

This is the outcome of the attitude assumed 
by Erlanger and those who have remained in re- 
to recognize the organization, at the 
head of which is John Cort. 

The trouble seems to have arisen at the time 


| that Cort asked the Producing Managers’ Asso- | 


ciation to grant the Theatre Owners’ Associa- 
tion an opportunity to present its views and 
purposes. When the Board of Directors of the 
Managers’ Association granted the Corts organi- 
zation’s request, Mr. Erlanger deemed it wise 
to withdraw from the ranks of the producing 
managers, and along with him went many who 


| have remained loyal to the K. & E. forces. 


In resigning, the K. & E. faction stated that 
the reason for their becoming disassociated was 
because of the lack of loyalty which existed 
between the members. Almost immediately 
after the resignations had been posted, the fol- 
lowing statement was issued, giving an idea 
of the K. & E. attitude at that time: 

“At a special meeting of the Board of Direct- 
ors of the National Theatrical Producing Man- 
agers’ Association, Mr. Henry B. Harris, presi-

‘* ‘Gentlemen—Early in the career of this as- 
sociation, it was resolved that none of the de- 
liberations and resolutions discussed and passed 
by this board or association were to be given 
out to the press or public unless so specially

gave out the happenings of last Thursday's 
meeting, which were not only incorrectly quoted, 
but were utilized for the benefit of some one 
not a member of this organization. 

*“**I do not care to hold office or membership 
in an association that has members who have 
so little regard for their pledges, so I now 
tender my resignation as president and member, 
to take effect immediately.’ ”’ 

Mr. Joseph Brooks, secretary of the associa- 
tion, then announced that for like reasons the 
following members had also resigned: George 
N, Cohan, A. L, Erlanger, James Forbes, Joseph 
M. Gaites, Sam Harris, William Harris, Mare

Dingwall and Mr. Brooks himself.

*‘First—By entering into a conspiracy to dis- 
rupt this association by tendering their resigna- 
tions in a bedy and endeavoring to create the 
impression in the public mind by such action 
that this association has ceased to be the living 
vital fsctor in the theatrical producing 
which it has been and still is; and 


“Second—By committing, themselves, the 
very sume offense against the by-laws of this 
association which they allege has been commit- 
ted by another member, and which they give 
as an excuse for said attempted withdrawal 
on their part, namely, giving to the press for 
publication and otherwise betraying the secret 
deliberations and resolutions of this body, and 
so imparting the information that it was used 
in public print against the best interests of the 
association and in behalf of an antagonistic or- 
ganization; and 

‘“‘Whereas, The by-laws were further violated 
by the addresses of the various members of 
this association being furnished to outsiders, 
when it is expressly stipulated that such shal 
never be done; and 

‘“‘Whereas, Joseph Brooks visited the offices 
of this association on Friday last and demanded 
copies of certain books and papers belonging to 
this association and, upon being refused, forcibly 
appropriated said books and papers and took 
them with him; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, That each of the members of the 
association above mentioned be called upon in- 
dividually to show cause why he should not be 
expelled from this association; and, be it 
further 

‘Resolved, That each of said members be 
called upon to show why the surety bond of 
one thousand dollars ($1,000) filed by each of 
the above members to bind his faithful observ- 
ance of the constitution and by-laws of this as- 
asso- 
ciation, and that proper legal steps be taken to 
collect the same; and be it further 

‘Resolved, In order that no charge of partisan 
can be made against this association, that any 
forfeiture collected hereunder shall be turned 
over to the Actors’ Fund of America.’’ 

All the expelled members posted a bond of 
$1,000 through a surety company a year ago 
last November, to be forfeited if any of the 
rules and by-laws were violated. These bonds 
expired, it is said, last November, and were 
not renewed. The Actors’ Fund will be the 
chief loser in this, as it was planned to turn 
over all forfeited moneys to that charity. 

Much discussion has arisen as to what the 
result of this wholesale exodus would be. Many 
are of the opinion that it will seriously hamper 
the K. & E. adherents in next season’s work 
and that the way has been opened for more 
booking arrange- 
ments. 

There are about two hundred members of the 
Producing Managers’ Asociation. The Board of 
Directors will meet John Cort and several other 
directors of the National Theatre Owners’ As- 
sociation at two o’clock on May 19, to discuss 
the question of mutual protection. The mem- 
bers of the organization are ready to carry out 
their declaration of independence of the trust, 
provided the owners of the theatres will give 
assurance that there will be no hold-up prac- 
ticed.

“Matters of business were then taken up 
and the secretary explained to the assembly 
that the weakness in the trade was due for 


one reason to the fact that all the exchanges 
seemed to be bunched up and going after the 
Same business, and he advised them to scatter 
their offices over greater territory. 

“The books of the secretary were audited, 
found correct and passed upon, and the various 
bills that were outstanding ordered paid. Ow- 
ing to the fact that there was not enough 
money in the treasury to pay the same the 
exchange men agreed to make it up pro-rata. 

“The question of the Laemmle Film Exchange 
was taken up and their spokesman said that 


there was nothing on account of them hav- 
ing paid such large sums for litigation at the 
instigation of the legal committee of the Al- 
liance. Upon the question »eing taken up by 
this committee, this was found to be correct, 
and the Laemmle concern was reinstated to 
good standing on their paying their dues 

assessments, with ithe understanding that 
their legal bills be allowed. 

“The question of the Sales Company was 
brought up, and that company, through its 
pee explained the matter to the assem- 
bly, and stated that at the time he spoke he 
had the signature of over one-half of the ex- 
changes who had agreed to go in with him. 
The spokesman proved to the satisfaction of 
every one present that it was one of the best 
things that could happen to the Ind »pend- 
ents, assuring them of better films. in their 
contract with the Sales Company, the Ex- 
change agrees to purchase six reels of film 


per week for the months of January, lebru- 
ary, March, April, May, September, Octo 
ber, November and December, and for the 


months of June, July and August tse number 
may be curtailed to four reels per weck. The 
Sales Company will have the ex ™nsive sales 
of all the independent manufactures in the 
States and Canada, that meming all _pie- 
tures manufactured and imported hy inienend- 
ent agents. The price to be paid is fifteen 
cents per foot. The contract ealls for the 
length of each reel to be not less than seren 
hundred nor more than ten hunired and fifty 
feet, and all domestic recls measuring mre 
than one thousand feet

The fire and wreck had found them 
out. It was the silver that made the lead cut 
so hard, and so,’’ said our Hebrew friend, ‘I 
refused to buy silver at the price of lead.’’—

The main tent burned to the guy ropes, to- 
gether with most of the seating accommoda- 
tions and paraphernalia, entailing a loss esti- 
mated to be in the neighborhood of $18,000.
